Mr. Hoover's speech was significan 


in that he frankly said he did not ad 
vocate regulation 
of foreign loans t> 


law. Up to now it has been supposee 
that the experience of the departments 
of commerce and state in interposing 
objections to foreign loans might have 
to be accompanied by specific legisla 
tion. The cooperation given by the 
American government without legisla 
tive interference 
has been of such 


character that the secretary of com' 
merce feels reliance can be placed on 
the commercial and financial men to 
regulate,the.yprdblem themselves. 


WARNING TO BAXKERS- 


Mr.'-Jkaraont's 'speech, delivered by 


coincidence on the same day and like 
Mr. Hoover's, prepared 
of 
course 


many days in advance, was in the na- 
ture of a warning to bankers. 


"From the point of view of the 


American investor," Mr. Lament said 
"it is obviously necessary to scan the 
situation with increasing circumspec- 
tion and to avoid rash or excessive 
lending. 1 have in mind the reports I 
have recently heard of American bank- 
ers and firms competing on almost a 
violent scale for the purpose of ob- 
taining loans in various foreign mar- 
kets overseas. 
"Naturally, it is a tempting thins 


for certain of the European govern- 
ments to find a horde of American 
bankers sitting on their doorsteps of- 
fering them money. It is 
rather de- 


moralizing for municipalities and cor- 
porations in the same countries to 
have money pressed upon them. Thai 
sort of competition tends to insecurity 
and unsound practice. The American 
investor is an intelligent 
individual 


and can be relied upon to discriminate, 
yet in the first instance such discrim- 
ination surely is the province of the 
banker -who buys the goods rather 
than of the investor to whom he sells 
them. 
I may be accused of special pleading 


In tittering this warning:. Yet. a warn- 
ing needs to be given against indis- 
criminate lending and indiscriminate 
borrowing. In this. I thing my banking 
friends generally will cordially agree.1' 


NOT NEW DOCTRINE 


Mr. Hoover's main thought was that 


foreign loans should be made only for 
productive purposes. This is not 
a> 


new doctrine, as it was first enunciat- 
ed under the Harding-Hughes adminis- 
tration. For example, the United 
States has steadfastly discouraged the 
lending of money to foreign govern- 
ments merely to balance budgets or to 
maintain military establishments. Mr. 
Hoover pointed out that loans should 
be discouraged "even for that type of 
public works which do not bring some 
direct or indirect productive return. 
•He feels that there would then be no 
danger about ability to repay and 
there would bo less interference with 
Ihe national independence of countries 
through loan restrictions imposed in 
•rder to assure collection. 


In view of the American policy ol 


urging reduction of armament. 
Mr. 


Hoover's speech is in line with the 
cosnine effort to be made at Geneva 
during the economic .conference and 
the armament parleys to reduce the 
expenditures 
of 
sovornments for 


"unproductive purposes."

Th© composer, whose songs 
have stirred the hearts of the last gen- 
eration, had told Santa Ana friends 
he was not feeling well and when he 
appeared at a luncheon and pleaded 
illness to excuse him from singing.

Washington—OP)—With responsibil- 


ity for selection of the summer White 
House resting chiefly upon his shoul- 
ders, E. W. Starling, assistant chief of 
the secret service, will leave Wednes- 
day night to inspect the places in Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and other middle- 
western states where President Coo- 
lidge has been invited to spend his va- 
cation. 


While not definitely settled, it -was 


probable that Mr. Starling will go first 
to Wisconsin which has offered more 
potential vacation spots than any oth- 
er state. Many of the places in the 
Badger state are eliminated by their 
lack of facilities to accommodate the 
large retinue of officials, marines and 
newspapermen who will accompany 
the president, who necessarily 
must 


combine business with pleasure. 


There are several vast estates in 


Wisconsin which have been offered to 
the president and represented as be- 
ing able to fully meet the needs of the 
official party. Prominently mentioned 
and among those which Mr. Starling is 
expected to visit arc the E. C. Fahrney 
million dollar home on Lake \Vinne- 
bago at Oshkosh, the former Victor 
Lawson estate on Green Lake, near 
Ripon. the Wrigley estate at Lake 
Geneva and the Pierce and Ellis es- 
tates in the northern Wisconsin lake 
country. 


The choice of Mr. Coolidge for his 


vacation will not be known until Mr. 
Starling returns from his tour of Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, 
South Dakota and Colorado where he 
will inspect the sites offered to the 
president. 


With the benefit of Mr. Starling's 


recommendations, President 
Coolidge 


will then make his decision which may 
come in two weeks.

Two Additional Levee Breaks 


Give 4,000 Square Miles 


to Waters 


Ne\v Orleans—OP)—Devastation 
of 


northeastern Louisiana over a stretch 
of approximately four thousand square 
miles-rapidly was becoming complete 
Wednesday as the madly racing Miss- 
issippi tore through its banks at two 
additional places between Vicksburg 
and Natchez. 


A new army of lefugees was sent 


on the march increasing the homeless 
in the great flood to around 250,000, 
and rich cotton, sugar cane, trucking, 
hardwood and oil gas lands were claim- 
ed, adding almost immeasurably to the 
staggering total of property loss. 


Murky flood waters now cover near- 


ly fifteen thousand square miles in 
Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Mississippi 


and the picture of desolation present- 
ed is appalling. 


For hundreds of miles in Arkansas 


and Louisiana along the Mississippi 
there are only scattered places not 
under water. 
From 
Arkansas City 


almost down to Vicksburg. a stretch 
of more than 100 miles, as the crow 
flies, flood or backwater arc every- 
where. 


LEVEES SAVE THOUSANDS 


Through the great Lakes faint lines 


of the levees may be

levees have been the 
salvation of 


thousands who sought refuge there be- 
fore the flood

said, she asked him if there wasn't 
any way to get rid of her husband. 
that Gray would help her with. He 
testified that he refused. "She told 
me she was going to make one more 
attempt alone" he said, "and if that 
failed, I would have to help her. 


"I said that I would not do so. that 


I knew nothing about such things. 
She told me to aik a doctor she knew 
I was -friendly with, about knockout 
drops. 


"I told her I would try. The next 


morning she 
reminded me of 
my 


promise and said she wanted the in- 
formation right away." 


Gray testified that Mrs. Snyder test- 


ed out on him means of killing her 
husband. To be sure that sleeping 
powders she had were strong enough. 
he said, she made him take them and 
after watching the effect, decided they 
would do.

Washington—(/P)—All nations in the 


Pan-American Union stand on a ba- 
bis of absolute equality with the Unit 
cd States, President Coolulge declar- 
ed Tuesday night m an address before 
the Pan-American Commercial con- 
ference. 


"It is tho often declared and estab- 


lished policy of this government," he 
said, " to use its resources not to 
burden them but to assist them; not 
to control them but to cooperate with 
them. 


"It is the forces of sound thinking 


sound government and sound econom- 
ics which hold the only hope for rea 
progress, real freedom and real pros- 
perity for the masses of the people 
that need the constantly combined 
efforts of all the enlightened forces 
of society. 


"Our first duty is to secure these 


results at home, but an almost equa 
obligation requires us to exert' our 
moral influence to assist all the peo 
pies of the Pan-American union to 
provide similar 
agencies for them- 


selves. 


NEW CIVILIZATION 


"Our 
Pan-American union is creat- 


ing a new civilization in these west- 
ern republics, representative of al 
that is best in the history of the Olc 
World. We must 'cooperate in its ad 
vancement through mutual helpful- 
ness, mutual confidence, and mutua' 
forbearance." 


Diseasing improved trade relations 


in the western hemisphere, the presi- 
dent suggested ,a Pan-American con- 
ference on advertising. -He declared 
that advertising-;was-,the"~-»"raost. 
portant influence" in -^n!arsijrg.-traf}e 
and "of all forms of advertising that 
which results from personal experi 
ence and personal contact is most val- 
uable." 


"A conference of this nature, that 


will bring into such intimate rela- 
tionship the 
representatives of the 


various producing elements of so ma- 
ny different nations," he said, "can 
not help revealing many new wants 
and many new sources from which 
they can be supplied.

PATIENCE WITH CHINA 


The president has handled the difficult , 


situation in China with rare tact and good 
judgment. In his New York address at 
the United Press dinner he took occasion 
to restate his Far eastern policy, holding 
that the attitude of the United States to- 
ward .the Chinese people was solely one of 
patience and good will. T.his. coupled with 
' the fact that AVashington^ has refrained 


from joining with the powers in more 
summary demands on the nationalists for 
the Nanking affair shows .that we are 
proceeding with extreme caution and that 
we are doing everything in ow power to 
prove to China that our mission there is 
one of cooperation and not coercion. 


On the other hand, in direct contrast to 


• this policy, both Great Britain and Japan 
are manifesting impatience. London is 
' considering a demand for the forcible re- 
occupation of the Hankow 
concession, 


. while Japan is governing her course by 
the assumption that her prestige and 
material interests in the Orient are grave- 
ly threatened . by bolshevik power in 


' China. The results of. the upheaval in 


China are uncertain. Many things may 


". happen. It is possible that the conflict 
\ Between nationalists and the northern- 


5 ers may end without a decision, and that 
f each may continue to rule a portion of 
; China. It is also possible that the nation- 
J-alist movement itself may be split into 


« groups that will rule various provinces in 
' South China. 
The break between the 


• radicals and conservatives appears to be 


( real. Canton itself stands with the mod- 
! crates, while Chiang Kai-shek's open 
I warfare on communism and the Russians 
! seems in a fair way of prevailing. On this 
(•platform at least the nationalists and the 
j northerners agree. Their hostility to Rus- 
| sian propaganda is vigorous and unyield- 


Nevertheless, communism has a strong 


grip on a large number of Chinese people. 
the ultimate consequences of which are 
not to be viewed with equanimity by 
Great Britain and Japan. Russia's elab- 
orate plans for the development of Si- 
beria during the next 
five years are 


frankly predicated on the domination of 
China industrially and commercially, and 
in the end politically. The Russian men- 
ace is prospective rather than present. 
and we may take it for granted that it 
will be resisted to the utmost by both 
Japan and Great Britain. The present pol- 
icies of these nations in the Orient are un- 
questionably guided by this long distance 
view into the future. 


The effects upon China itself are 


problematical. From a distance one would 
think that a minimum of pressure and 
interference in China at this particular 
time would be beneficial to all legitimate 
interests of Japan and Great Britain and 
disconcerting .to Russia. Application of 
force that could not be justified 
on 


grounds of benefit to China rather than 
.to foreigners, must inevitably draw tl:e 
Chinese people together in ?. kind of 
unity that might be particularly suscep- 
tible to soviet propaganda. 


A NEW FRIENDSHIP

statements made in recent v.-ccks was 
that of Louis Louchcur, former French 


, minister, in leaving: Berlin after a visit 


there. "The French 
people," he said, 


"wish today more than ever, a lasting 
reconciliation with the German j/coj-lc." 
Appreciating the kindness with which lie 
had been received in Berlin, M. L'M-.chcur 
pqintcd out that he had gained the im- 
pression during his visit there that the 
policy of Locarno and Thc:ry was pro- 
gressing and that "its final success i* on!y 
a question of patience, which quaiitj 5> 
necessary for both parties.'' 


M. Louchcur did have a fortunate Ber- 


lin visit. Tjierc is n° doubt that it y, as a 


preparatory step for a world economic 
conference, which has been brewing in 
.several quarters for a long time. From 
the attitude found by M. Louchcur it 
would seem that the goal of Mich a con- 
ference is not so far off, and that perma- 
nent peace between Germany and France 
is possible. 


CONTROLLING FLOODS. 


The emergency measures taken to save 


New Orleans have been successful, but 
in other respects the flood's devastation 
has increased. Very large areas of rural 
districts, including many villages, have 
been submerged and for the last ten days 
the situation has grown steadily worse. 
It is so bad that the president has asked 
the people to double the fund being rais- 
ed for relief work, and he has placed the 
amount needed for this purpose at $10,- 
000,000. 
It is an appeal to which the 


country must and will subscribe. 
No 


people have been quicker than those of 
the United States to respond to the cry of 
distress in any part of the world, and the 
old saying that charity begins at home 
strike with special force in this great 
emergency. The havoc wrought by this 
flood beggars description; it must be seen 
to be really understood. While graphic 
reports of conditions are being sent out, 
the fact that the federal government has 
had to take the situation in hand and is 
using all the resources at its command 
day and night to bring order out of chaos 
and to direct the relief work, tells more 
than can news reports and pictures of the 
flood itself. 


In the background is the problem of 


flood control, to the end that similar dis- 
asters may be averted in the future. 
There are some destructive forces, 
like 


tidal waves, hurricanes and 
earth- 


quakes, against -which man may do little, 
but with floods it should be different. The 
denuding of our forests has exposed great 
watersheds like that of the Mississippi, 
and others in the country, to sudden rises 
of water in their normal drainage outlets 
that are exceedingly difficult to deal with. 
However, there is no doubt that engineer- 
ing science can do something to counter- 
act these flood perils, and probably con- 
trol and avert them. The matter is of such 
importance that it calls for action by con- 
gress, and for liberal, appropriations. The 
reckless cutting of our timber supplies 
has been costly in more ways than one, 
but when we are improvident and make 
mistakes we have to foot the bill. 
The 


requirements for flood control are'nation- 
al in scope and the problem must be so 
handled.

He died a 
sage. 


All his life he had devoted himself to 


Italy. Born in Venice, when

young Luzzatti stood his trial for high 
treason because he had had the audacity 
to found a mutual help society for 'he 
workers of his native place. 


At the age of twenty-two he published 


a hook in which he set forth his ideas on 
the diffusion of credit by means of sav- 
ings banks for the poor. Elected to the 
Italian Parliament, he steadily advanced 
in power and position until he became 
the acknowledged master of Italian fi- 
nance. 


In five successive ministries he held the 


portfolio of the treasury. He restored the 
nation's credit. He made its budgets bal- 
ance. He was rewarded by being called 
to the prime ministry. 


His motto of life was once set forth 


in a note he wrote to a charming aristo- 
crat who wished to send him a gift of 
game, which he declined. He said to her: 


".My needs are simple. My program of 


life is—belief in the justice of a Divine 
Pro\:<Jence: love for one woman; many 
books to read; little food; much medita- 
tion"

"treatment, bttt under normal condi- 
tions trade.should rely on its own-re- 
sources and should therefore belong 
to the province of private enterprise."
